PUBLIC MEETING. 


The Scheel Question Discussed, 
and the Trustees Authorized te 


Pursuant to the call of Mr. T. B. 
Baker, chairman of the School Board, 
a large number of ratepayers gathered 
in the Town Hall on Monday night. 
The crowded condition of the school 
has been a matter of serious consider- 
ation for some time by both trustees 
and parents, and, as explained by Mr. 
Baker, the object of the meeting was 
to lay the matter properly before the 
people. The Board of Trusters were 
anxious to meet the requirement. of 
the present conditions and before en- 
larging considered it advisable to con- 
sult the ratepayers. The town had 
been divided for census purposes, and 
each trustee allotted a certain district 
from whose returns a report was pre- 
pared by a special committee which 
was read to the meeting. This report 
showed that there wae upwards of 200 
children that could not be accommo- 
deted in the present school building. 
Mr. Baker submitted an estimate of 
an addition to tke present buildings 
that was in the neighborhood of 
64000. 00 which when completed would 
double the present capacity. The in- 
tention would be, however, to only 
finish one half the new building just 
now. He would like to hear from the 
electors so that whatever action might 
be taken by the trustees would be 
done with the confidence of the people. 

Mr. Bole called attention to the 
sanitary condition which would cer- 


tainly become bad if the present crowd- 


ing continued. He believed if Sup- 
erintendent Goggin chose to use his 
prerogative he could compel the en- 
larging of the school. He hoped the 
electors would give the inatter their 
earnest conrideration. 

Messrs. McDougall, Colpitts, Gray- 
son, Wellington, Wilcox and Neeland, 
all ep: ke favorably of increasing the 

nt school accommodation. 

The following resolution was sub- 
mitted to the meeting and carried 
unanimously :— 

Moved by E. Colpitts, seconded by 
O. B. Fysh, that this meeting endorse 
the propo-ition of the School Board to 
double the present school accommod- 
ation and that we recommend that a 
By-lew be submitted to provide funds 
sufficient for the sane. 

Mr. Baker thanked those present 
for the interest manifested by their 
attenduance, and assured them that the 
School Board realized their responsi- 
bility and would consider the best in- 
terests of the children and parents in 
increasing the school accommodation.

MENTAL EFFECTS OF INTENSE COLD. 


A Dimtaution ia Will Pewer and a Weak 
ening ef the Memery. 
Extreme cold, as is well known, exerts a 
benumbing influence upon the mental facul 
ies, Almostevery one who has been ex- 
osed, for a longer or shorter period, to 9 
very low temperature, has noted a diminu- 
tion in will power, and often a temporary 
weakening of the memory. Perhaps the 
largest scale upon which this action has 
ever been studied was during the retreat o 
tne Frerah from Moscow. The troop 
eunerea eatromey from hunger, fatigue and 
cold—from the latter perhaps most of all. 
A German physician who accompanied a 
detachment of his countrymen has left an 
interesting account of their trials during 
this retreat. From an abstract of this paper 
by Dr. Rose, we find that of the earliest 
symptoms referable to the cold was a loss of 
memory. This was noted in the strong as 
well as those who were already sufferin; 
form the effects of the harpships to whack 
they had been exposed. With the first ap- 
ce of a moderately low temperature 
(about 5 degrees above zero Fahrenheit), 
many of the soldiers were found to have for- 
gotton the names of the most ordinary 
things about them, as well as those of the 
articles of food for which they were perish- 
ing. Many forgot their own names and 
those of their comrades. Others showed 
pronounced symptoms of mental disturb- 
ance, and not a few became incurably in- 
sane, the type of their insanity resembling 
very closely senile dementia. The cold was 
probably not alone responsible tor these 
effects, for a zero temperature is rather 
stimulating than paralyzing in ite action 
upon the well-fed and the healthy. 
These men — haif-starved, poorly clad, 
worn out witn long marching, many alread 
weakened by dysentry and other diseases, 
and all mentally depressed, as an army in 
defeat always is. It needed, therefore, no 
very unusual e ee of cold to produce the 
psychic etiects observed under other circum- 
stances only as a consequence of exposure 
to an extreme low temperature.

2m PRINCE OF WALES AS COLONEL OF THB | the construction of the Siberian Railway, 


the Emperor Nicholas declared that the 
commencement of the work was one of the 
greatest acts of his father’s glorieds reign.

‘PIACTICAL FARMING. 


Suecessful Dairymen. 


“When practicable, milking should be 
done by the same person, and with regular- 
ity as to time. He only that hath clean 
hands should be allowed to milk a cow,” 
says Geo. Abbott. ‘I say he, because I 
think the men of the farm should do the 
milking, at least during the winter months. 
I he ve exercised the right of changing my 
mind on this subject since I left the farm 
It is no more difficult to milk with dry 
hands than with them wet. It is certainly 
more cleanly, and leaves the mils in a 
much more desirable condition for table 
use or manufacture. Pure stabie atmos. 
phere is indispensable to prevent contamin 
ation from that source. Immediate strain 
ing will retnove impurities which other- 
wise might be dissolved to the permanent 
njury of the whole product. 

„After the straining is attended to, the 
milk should be aerated. Too often it is 
poured into one large can and left there 
just as the cows have given it. That 
neglect implies three things that are very 
injurious to ite qvality for cheese making. 
(i). The peculiar odor which the cow im- 
rts to the milk will be left in it until it 
seat’ fixed in the flavor. (2). The germs 
of fermentation that come in the milk and 
fromthe air have the best condition for 
growth and action when the milk is left 
undisturbed. (3). Then the miik will be- 
come almost unfit for thorough coagula- 
tion byrennet. Hence itis needful and ad- 
vantageous to aerate it for three reasons. 
First, becausé by pouring, stirring,dipping 
or by trickling it over an ex surface 
there is eliminated from the milk by 
evaporation any objectionable volatile ele- 
ment that may bein it. Secondly, because, 
as has already been stated, the milk con- 
taine germs of fermentation. One of these 
are called vibriones. A strange peculiarity 
about these microbes is that they become 
active only in the absence of free oxygen. 
When Warm new milk is left undisturbed 
carbonic gas is generated,and that furnishes 
the best condition for the commencement 
of action by these almost invisible oreat- 
ures. After they get started they can 
keep up their work of decomposition even 
in the presence of oxygen. It is impossible 
to 80 ulate such milk as to yield a fine 
quality of keeping cheese. Coagulation by 
rennet of milk that is ripe can never be 
perfect unless it has been thoroughly 
aerated immediately after it ie taken from 
the cow. Neglect of aeration will increase 
the quantity of milk required to make a 
pound of cheese, Thirdiy, because the air- 
ing seems togive vigor to the germs of 
fermentation that bring about an acid con- 
dition of the milk without producing the 
acid. So much is this so that it has been 
found impracticsble to make strictly firot- 
clans cheddar cheese from milk that bas not 
been aerated.”

This is very true, but it is 
equally true that the agricultural chemist 
can lay down certain general rules which 
will enable any inteiligent dairyman to 
vastly improve on the unscientific methods 
which so generally prevail. 


DETECTING A WEAK EYE 


A Simple Experiment by Which Anyone 
May Discover the Defect. 

% Yes,” said the doctor, to a correspond- 
ent, 'the makors of optical instruments are 
turning out some wonderful appliances 
nowadays fur discovering imperfections of 
vision, but III tell you or a plan for testing 
the respective strength of your eyes that is 
as simple as it is trustworthy. All you 
need isa stereoscope and a photograph. 
That arrangement in which the picture 
holder slides up and down a flat frame, 
trombone fsshion, is the best sort of tereo- 
scope for the purpose, although any will 
do, and the photograph that will give the 
best results is a cabinet size view of some 
locality with people in it. 

“The modus operandi is rr a itself. 
Put the photograph in the holder and focus 
it just enough eso that you can see the faces 
clearly. Then close the left. eye and look 
at the picture intently with your right eye. 
while you count thirty slowly. Now close 
the right eye and look at the picture with 
the left eye for the same time. Then open 
both eyes and look at the picture without 
changing the tocus. 

Something queer will happen. The 
figures on the one side of the picture will 
seem to move across the view and group 
themselves with those on the other side, 
and—this is the point of the experiment 
the figures will always move away from the 
weak eye.

ITS ORGANIZATION, SYSTEM, METH- 
ODS, AND DUTIES. 


The Metrepelitan Pelice Protects Nearly 
Seven Hundred Miles of Territery and 
Attends te Numerous BSetatis of the 
Municipal Life and Geverament—L.- 
2% fen—@rigin of the Force. 

The Metropolitan Police of London pre- 
serves the peace in an area of 688.31 square 
miles, or more than 440,000 acres, witha 
force of nearly 15,000 men. 

The last census recorded the population 
of this territory as 5,595,638. For the 
protection of the lives and property of 
these persons the constables are responsible 
each along the line of his own post while 
he is on duty. In addition to this the Met- 
ropolitan Police has various other duties, 
some of which are not strictly in the line 
of work of constabulary, but are performed 
by it for the geners] convenience, as, for 
instance, regulating traffic and rendering 
assistance in time of accident. For tkeir 
labors in 1893 the members of the force 
received £2,264,022, and the expense of 
the department for that year was £1,395,- 
873, or nearly $7,000,000. The police torce 
at times performs various duties for differ- 
ent departments of the Government, and 

the Commissioner, who isthe executive 
head of the police, may detail men to per- 
form police duties at public institutions 
or individuals ; but all these services are 
paid for by the department, institution, or 
person benefiting by them.

o is the Commissioner, and is appoint- 
ed by the Queen by warrant and acts under 
the immediate authority of the Home 
Secretary. He directs and controls the 
whole system of police within the Metro- 
politan Police district. He is a Justice of 
the Peace for London and the adjacent 
counties ; but his functions as a Justice of 
the Peace are epecially restricted to the 
preservation of the peace, the prevention 
of crimes, the detection and committal of 
offenders, and the carrying into execution 
of the purposes of the Metropolitan Police 
acta. He contines himself in practice to 
the administrative control of the police 
force, and the prevention and detection of 
crime, by paving persons arrested or 
summoned to be dealt with by the mag- 
istrates. 

The Commissioner makes orders, with 
the approbation of the Home Secretary, 
for the regulation and good government of 
the police force. These are comprised in 
the Commissioner's regulations, ral 
orders, and police orders, the latter ueual- 
ly appearing daily. The Commissioner 
makes an annual report to the Home Sec- 
retary which is laid before Parliament.

Revolvers are 
issued to men employed on night duty, but 
only at their special request, and when in 
the opinion of the officer in charge of their 
Station they can be trusted to use them 
With discretion. No policeman has any 
right to use a revolver except in circams- 
tances which would justify a private 
person in doing so, that is tc say, in self- 
defence only, when attacked by a person 
with firearms or some other deadly weapon. 
All constables and sergeants are provided 
with whistles with which they summon 
assistance or give alarm. 


WORK OF THE DETECTIVES. 


The Criminal Investigation Department, 
under an Assistant Commissioner, consiste 
of the Chief Constable, a Superintendent, 
and all ether ranks of the force. Asa rule 
the members of this department go about 
in plain clothes, Volunteers for this de- 
partment are from time to time called for 
Ly police orders. Appointments are pro- 
bationary only, for a period of three or 
six months, and men who do not show 
fitness for the work return to the ordinary 
duties of the force. Membere of the de- 
tictive force are attached to esch division 
for the local investigation of crime, and 
promotion among them in the lower ranks 
is, except for jal reasons, confined 
to each division;

SAVED FROM A LIVING TOMB. 


Rescue ef a Mizner Whe Had Been Buried 
fer Fifty-fear Meurs. 8 


After having spent fifty-four hours in a 
living tomb, Charles Ditzel was rescued 
from the jaws of death in Richardson col- 
liery, near Glen Carbon, a suburb of Potts 
ville, Penn. His helper, August Brenner 
was taken out of the mine dead several 
hours later. Both men were found side by 
side, the one covered by a dense mass of 
coal, and the other sitting in a space that 
left no room for him to move anything but 
his head. Ditzel was so weak he had to 
be handled like a helpless babe, His body 


is painfully bruised, but the doctors attend- 
ing him say he will Jive. He begged his 
rescuers to give him a drink as soon as they 
reached his side. Ditzel was too weak to 
0 his joy, but his wasted features, 
telling a tale of suffering, answered the 
tender solicitude of his wife and relatives 
with a feeble smile. Ditzel was found at 
the face of the east manway, about ninety 
yards frum the gangway, in breast No. 20, 
The breast was filled with coal, and how he 
escaped the fate of Brenner is next toa 
miracle. f 

The rescuers first struck a leg. It wae 
cold and stiff. Presently another leg came 
to view. Then a third leg was uncovered. 
The men could not teil which wae Ditzel’s 
leg or which was Brenner's. It wasa tangle 
of human legs without the trunk. At last 
Ditzel was liberated. The heavy coal that 
pinned him to the side of the manway was 
removed, and his deliverers had the happy 
satisfaction ot taking him out of che narrow 
aperture alive. Ditzel bad only been able 
to use the etary ey of one leg during hie

thus enabled to feel the stiffened limbe of 
poor Brenner. Brenner died of suffocation, 
and his body down to his knees was cover- 
ed with coal and dirt. The rush of coal 
liberated a great body of water, and Ditzei 
was soaked clean through when taken out 
of the mine. His body was terribly shriv- 
eled and bleached from the eects of the 
mine water, and his body was numb from 
the cold. The drippings that came trom 
the crevices overhead fell over him, and s 
drop occasionally struck his tongue, which 
eagerly licked up tke life-saving moisture. 
Ditzel’e clothes were removed when he 
reached the surface aad he was wrapped in 
blankets. Ditzel could not have survived 
his terrible safferings much longer.

rotect the farmer (except in very 
isolated and insignificant cases), 
while the tariffs do protect every- 
one from whom the farmer buys 
supplies, aud thus the farmer is 
sobbed. The inequality of the 
system oppresses the farmer. The 
system certainly benefits the manu- 
facturer, and the promise in 1878 
was that by having a home mar- 
ket supplied, the farmer would 
reap a returning advantage. The 
home market is not supplied, and 
if our prairies are peopled as we 
have hoped they will be, the home 
market will not be a reality for ten 
decades at least. 
The Herald wants the British 
Columbia market protected for Al- 
berta. That reminds us of the way 
in which protection works. Nova 
Scotia is hurt in many ways by 
protection. To appease Nova 
Scotia fabulous amounts of public 
money have been squandered there, 
and their iron mines are protected 
to the extent of 65 percent. That 
hurts the Ontario manufacturer, 
who but for the duty could buy his 
iron at St. Louis for less then half 
what he now pays ; to appease him 
he is allowed to charge the farmer 
from 20 to 35 percent. more than 
his wares are worth. Alberta 
farmers buy his wares, and- The 
Herald says because of this, British 
Columbia mnst be made to pay a 
duty on Alberta’s butter and mut- 
ton. What has British Columbia 
to say to that? Is it justice that 
British Coluinbians shall be taxed 
for their table supplies, because 
Nova Scotians are injured by 
protection? Protection is simply a 
system of granting one citizen an 
advantage at the expense of his 
neighbor. Then No. 2 must have a 
privilege to compensate him, at the 
expense of No. 3. If it were pos- 
sible to give No. 3 an advantage at 
the expense of No. 1, there would 
be no inequality, but that has been 
found impossible. Even were it 
possible, we would be just where 
we started,—after having had a 
lot of vexing work, with no real 
advantage. The man attempting 
to lift himself by his boot straps is 
not more silly than the nation that 
thinks it can make itself prosper- 
ous by protection.

LAW COSTS. 


In the courts of the North-West Terri - 
tories, what are they at this time? I know 
a man who got a writ served upon him by 
an officer in Moose Jaw with mil pay 
from Regina added to it with other items— 
only amounted to $20.00—which he knew 
was sent by post from Regina. He surely 
wae a privileged man t» be forced to be so 
charitable. I know a farmer on the prairie 
who three or four years ago had his grain 
stacks badly torn down by another farmer's 
catile ; he sued for forty dollars damages 
and won his case, but in the end he had to 
borrow two hundred dollars to pay the law 
expenses. Surely these are the right powers 
tobe. Again I heard aman say in Moose 
Jaw, he bought a town lot te build a house 
on and paid for it, Lut before he could get 
the title deed of the lot he had -to pay 
fifteen dollars to the agent for handing over 
the.deed to him. Another man bought 
four lots and after paying them had to give 
the agent twenty-eight dollars for the deed, 
instead ot ten or twelve, which is what the 
constitutional law of the land allows. 
Another farmer sued for protection through 
damiages done to his grain stacks to the 
ameunt of two hundred dollars - but in · 
stead of getting anything for kis loss, he 
(the suer) had to pay over three hundred 
dollars to the lawyers, for their noble and 
talented skill in legalized confidential 
The parliament house at Ottawa 
is not the only one that gives the ple of 
Canada an opportunity to be very chari‘able 
and humble.

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THE HOfIE. 
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The Household Linen. 

Every careful housewife takes much 
pride in her linen. Pure white, wee 
smelling towels, bed and table linen add 
an air of freshness and daintiness, and 
make the room attractive. Everyone likes 
pretty, daincy things about the house. 
They give one a feeling of comfort aud sat- 
isfaction, and the more there are about the 
more charming the home. The linen of the 
house has its proper ph to fill among 
the dainty things, and it is also an necessi- 
ty. Plain as is the material of which these 
things are made, much can be accomplished 
in the way of making them pretty if the 
housewife is willing to give the time and 
pains required. There is one thipg which 
should be put upon every piece—the initial 
of the surmame embroidered in ose corner. 
That upon towels should either be in white 
or the color of the ends of the ‘material. 
Cross stitching is suitable for fine hucka- 
back, for initials and monograms. Upon fine 
toweling and upon linen of all other kinds, 
such ag table napkins, and cloth, only 
white is admissible. The ornamentation 
may be heavy and floriated. : 5 

Firstly, the tablecloth and napkins. 
There is nothing to do with these except 
to hem them unless they are fringed. 
Of course, the doilies, tray-cloths, and cen- 
ter-pieces allow an unlimited amount and 
variety of fancy work. This will be regu- 
lated by the time which can be devoted to 
them. ; 

The sheets should be made of regular 
sheeting—no seam down the center. They 
may be hemstitched across each end. 

tne pillow cases may be hemstitched, 
with drawn work above the hem; or with 
tucks above the hem, and a ruffle of cambric 
or lace below. a 

The pillow-shams may be as elaborate 
or simpie as the taste of the maker dictates. 

It will be more economical and better 
wear will be obtained if tcweling be pur- 
chased by the yard. The kitehen towels 
may be hemmed by machine, but the finer 
ones are better hemstitched. 

The face cloth isa much neglected but 
very necessary article. These may be 
purchased ready-made in the Turkish goods 
and alsohand knit. To make them your - 
self, a single new Turkish towel will make 
several, Or, a towel much worn in the 
center may be used. If a daughter is 
learning to knit, nothing would be better 
to practice on than a face cloth. Knit on 

- two needles, back and forth. A pretty 
edge of colored yarn (cotton) may be oroch · 
eted on after itis done. They ere some- 
times crocheted, but are not so soft as the 
knit ones. Much inconvenience is avoided 
if a general supply of these ie kept on hand. 


Cooking Sausages. . 

The ordinary way of frying sausages is 
not the best way of cooking them. A far 
better-one is to put them in the oven on an 
ordinary baking tin, turning them from 
one side toanother until they are brown on 
both sides. In a hot oven they will cook 
in this way in ten or fifteen minutes. If 
they are in cases they should be pricked 
thoroughly, to prevent them from bursting 
under the heat. When sausage meat is 
nsed cut it into squares or form it into 
round cakes,about three-quarters of an inch 
thick, and let it cookin the same way. 


The French use the richest Spanish and 
Madeira sauces with sausages. A little 
chopped onion, in the proportion of a table- 
spuonful tos pound of sausage meat, may 
be browned and sprinkled over the sausages 
just before they are put inthe ‘oven. It 
the sausages are then served with a rich, 
brown sauce anda sprinkling of minced 
parsley fora garnish they will* bea very 
delicate dish for breakfast. 

Another good way of serving sausages is 
with ' fingers of brown toastand mush- 
room sauce, Cook the sausage in the oven 
or on top of the stove, as you prefer. Only 
be caretul that they are not cooked until

No- 
thing is more objectionable than anderdone 
pork. Arrang etwelve sausages cooked in 
this way ona platter. Separate them by 
fingers of toast.

avy—s Spanish sauce is most desirable if 
it is convenient. Mix six mushrooms and 
add them to the sauce and let them simmer 
in it for aix minutes. Then pour the sauce 
around the sausages and toast, 

Still another nice way of serving sausage 
is with apple sauce or on a bed of beans. 
The red Mean is used for this purpose by 
French eoke, but a white bean will serve. 
The beans should be soaked over aight, 
and the water in which they are soaked | 
should be poured off them in the morning. 
They should then be put iu a pot. To a 
pint of beans,measared before soaking, add 
a tablespoonful of butter and a small onion, 
with a clove stuck in it. Cover them with 
cold water and let them cook slowly until 
they are thoroughly tender, adding water 
as the water boils away. When the beans 
are soft enough to be easily crushed in the 
fingers remove them from the fire. Season 
them with galt and pepper, take- out the. 
onion and serve them. They are a very 
good accompaniment of roast pork or broiled 
chops, as well as of sausages. 


Useful Recipes. 
Indian Pudding.—Take one quart of 
ecalded milk with a little salt, three tab 
spovnfuls yellow corn meal, one tableapoon- 


ful of ginger; let this mixture stand 
twenty minutes: add one cup of molasses, 
two egus, a piece of butter size of a walnut. 
Bake e owly two hours and serve witha 
hard sauce. 


Breakfast Porridge. — As a change from 
oatin al, rolled wheat has been extensively 
ueed. To three parts freshlvjbuiling water, 
or milk if preferred, stir in elewly one part 
rolled wheat, first salting the water to 
teste. Boil thirty minutes or more, and 
serve hot with sugarand cream of syrup. 


If a double boiler is used, do not-stir the 
rolled wheat while cooking. The hot por- 
ridge can be poured into a mold and served 
sold as blanc-mange with sugar aud cream, 
or iruit sauce. 


Taffy.—Molasees taffy may be made by 
boiling one pound of sugar, one pound of 
glucose, one third quart New Orleans 
molasses ; stir all the time and cook to soft 
crack ; eet off the Gre and stir in one-third 
teaspoonful salerates ; pour into a buttered 
pan, and when nearly cold pull on the beok 
and favor with peppermiat. Another good 
recipe for nolasees taffy is the following:—

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A PENALTY WORSE THAN DEATH 


Belgium Was a System of Refined Torture 
That Kilis in Three Years. 


Though the death penalty was practically 

abolished in Belgium over thirty years ago, 
the punishment of those convicted of capi- 
tal crimes is so awful that none has been 
able to endure it more than three years. 
Anotber curious thing is that little Belgium 
until recently had two public executioners, 
while but one was sufficient for ber 
vaster neighbor, France —Diebler, otherwise 
known as Monsieur de Paris.”” The King 
of the Belgians recently ordered the retire- 
ment on a pension of 1,837 francs of the 
“executor of high works” (as he is euphon- 
iously terme1), who was stationed at Liege. 
The executioner at Brussels still holds bis 
place. \ 
The duties of public executioner in 
Belgium are singular, but not arduous. The 
courts still continue to sentence malefactors 
to death, but the guillotine has been 
replaced by a scaffold, on which is posted 
acopy of the senteace. Much ceremony 
is observed in affixing this document. A 
troop of gendarmes, with their imposing 
helmets plumed with horsehair, is drawn 
up about the place of execution, which they 
gravely guar with sabres drawn, whiie the 
redro executioner mounts the steps, 
nails up the decrees of the court, and after 
a moment, takes it down again. 

Bat the condemned man might more 
mercifully have esses by the axe or rope. 
He is placed in a dungeon soconstracted that 
from the moment he enters it he will never 
hear the sound of human voices nor see a 
living being. His food is in through 
a sliding panei in the door of his cell. 

Not one of these prisoners has been able 
to survive this confinement more than three 
years. The authorities have striven in vain 
to prolong their lives by varying their food 
as much as possible, but those who {are 
moderately or lightly nourished gradually 
waste away, while those who are generously 
fed go and die ravit g maniacs.

Banks and business houses close on the 
native holidays, and the Anglo-Indian has 
if he chooses a day of rest at his bungalow. 

He also has the pleasure of tipping his 
own numerous household, forthe holidays 
become the excuse for the petty extortion 
characteristic of Indian life. On one holi- 
day all the domestic animals are wreathed 
with flowers, Your groom brings up your 
horse with a wreath about his neck, and 
you must givé a tip, and the man in charge 
of the dogs goes through a like performance 
to the same end. On another holiday the 
servants bring baskets of sweets, with gilt 
and tinsel, and present them with a show 
of open-handed generosity. Etiquette re- 
quires, however, that you taste a single 
article aud then return the gift with a tip. 
The phrase, ‘Indian giver’ that I find here, 
doubtless originated not from a habit of 
the redman, but from the East Indian cus- 
tom, for this method of giving extends 
through all ranks of Indian Society, and 
rich presents are given on state occasions 
by native potentatesand subsequently re- 
turned. 

** No European stirs out of his business 
house during that day if he can avoid it, 
and there are always plenty of native hang- 
ers-on ready to run upon errands. If, 
however, the European must go out on 
business or pleasure, he goes in  palki, 
which is the palanquin of the Indies, and 
is borne by four peons. The latter are 
native servants that hang about the door 
of every business house, bearing upon the 
breast the badge of the house. These men 
are hired fora trifle. The palkis of the 
house stand within the entrance ready ior 
any one that must go out. Some men, 
however, keep their boys and carts in 
town during the day, so as to drive from 
place to place on business. 

Business life in India spoils one for 
work elsewhere, and the luxury of many 
servants is even more enervating to the 
Anglo-Indian. The native servant is a 
thing that can not be duplicated in Europe 
or America. You have the sense of being 
forever surrounded by strangers within 
your own house. Your boy does every- 
thing for you, and doubtless has an inter- 
est in keeping his master a stranger to 
hie surroundings. As to the gardner, he is 
man of astonishing resourcwa. 

** When I lived ina tent I had a garaca- 
er, though I bad no garden, and he was a 
most imporrant part of the household. He 
would produce all sorts of fresh vegetables 
for which I paid no bill, and I strongly 
suspect that they grew in the gardens of 
my neighbors and disappeared without 
their consent or knowledge. The cook was 
equally mysterious, for out of a dirty little 
tent he would produce an elaborate dinner,

ARMENIA’S WOES. ' 


Her Own People Alleged te de Parily 
Responsible fer the Treuble. 


A new interest has been created in the 
Armenian massacres by fresh stories sent 
by a correspondent. The atrocities, it 
is alleged, were done by both sides. For 
instance, it is reported that Cas a means of 
inciting the Turk to commit outrages that 
will bring down upon them the wrath of the 
civilized world, the Armenians have thrust 
gun cartridges into the living Turks, men 
and women, and have exploded them, and 
that in the case of the men a hole was 
made just below the bones of the chest for 
the insertion of a quantity of powder, 
which was then ignited as sort of bomb. 
The Turk who would Bot retaliate in kind 
is yet to be born. The Sassoun massacre, 
it is stated, was the consequence of the 
Porte being notified that u revolt was going 
on there, whereas the disturbance was 
caused by Armenians fighting cattle robbers. 
When the Turkish troops came the robbers 
helped them, and then ensued the horrible 
carnage of bloodshed and murder, in which 
some assert as high as ten thousand people 
were killed. Tne report of the affair so 
pleased the Sultan that he ordered the 
rewarding of his troops for their part in the 
matter. 

Again, it ie stated the Sultan’s promise 
to reform will not be binding apon the 
Armenian revolutionary agents, no matter 
what may come, and until the revolution- 
ary agitation is provided tor in one way or 
another by the Christian powers there will 
be no end to the disturbances in Armenia. 
This is the revolutionary party's opportun- 
ity, and it will make the most of it. It 
Christianity does not put an end <oit once 
for all, the murders, _ massacres and the 
nameless atrocities will continue till it 
does. It ie, of course, impossible to say 
to what extent Radical ideas prevail among 
the revolutionary propagandists, but the 
plans of some of the leaders are shocking 
in the extreme. In brief their plans are 
to commit atrocities upon the Turks in 
order that the infuriated Turks shall shock 
the Christian world by the fiendish out- 
rages of their retaliation. When remon- 
strated with in regard to these un · Chris · 
tian plans che men who are responsible for 
them merely say: It may eceem to you 
cruel and barbarous, but we know what 
we are doing and why we are doing it. 
After revealing a tergible loose state of 
morals, on the part of the Kurds aud Turks 
against the Armenians, the correspondent 
concludes: As the situation now stands 
one is forced to believe that both Turk and 
Armenian are in the wrong. So far as the 
Turk declares that he is trying to suppress 
arevolutionary move he ig unquestionably 
in the right. There is no doubt about that. 
here is a revolutionary movement in 
Armenia of a most alarming quality, and 
the Turk wil, be fortunate, iadeed, if he 
succeeds in surpressii.g it. The methods 
of some of the leaders of this move are no 
less shocking than the barbarities of the Turk 
in suppressing it, eo that if we condemn 
the Turk for his ferocity in the Sassoun vil- 
lages, we must hot forget thet he is already 
half mad with fear of an Armenian upris- 
ing and the probable dismembership of the 
empire.

Around us, at 
the foot of this rock, queer little narrow 
streets, branching off in every direction, 
following crooked courses through the 
town, sometimes, like escaping prisoners, 
running up wide flights of steps, between 
high stuoco walle, only to be stopped by a 
higher wall at the top, and so.forced to turn 
abruptly, dodge by a garden and round the 
corner of a house beyond. s in 
Harper’s Bazar. 

Donkeys with panniers go up and down 
these stepe, donkeys jingling with bells 
drag every conceivable sort of cart through 
the streets. Moors, barelegged, with cov- 
ered heads and flowing garments, Spaniards 
in long cloaks, soldiers in English uniform, 
foreigners from many nations, jostle and 
crowd and shout. Old men and women cr 
small ragged boys drive droves of turkeys, 
guiding them with whips, snap their 
Jong lashes as our teamsters drive horses, 
And everywhere one looks, is porcelain 
pots fastened to the outside of houses, fill- 
ing the gardens,covering often the cannon, 
nodding over the walls, clambering up trees 
waving bright colors at us like signal-flags 
from stations on the rock above us—every- 
where are flowers; the beliotrope in bushes 
large as those of our currants, geraniums 
like trees, red cactus one great sweep of 
color, morning glories, roses, the December 
air as perfumed as that of June. 

This, then, is Gibraltar; no gloomy for- 
tress, but a paradise of flowers, a medle 
of the pictureeque. The 6,000 Engli 

diers add only to the effect, and the new 

efences always going on suggest not so 
much preparations for war as some rew 
marvel of engineering skill, from which 
beauty of line is never eliminated. 

With this marvel of earth and sky above 
us there could be no indoors for us that 
day. Even Prof. rs mounted a 
donkey to make the ascent of those galler- 
ies, tunnelling the rock to its very crest, 
1,300 feet above, every opening. mounted 
with a cannon. It is here that the monkeys, 
tired perhaps of awaiting battles for which 
so many preperations are made, carry on 
warfare of their own, hurling stones at 
visitors and soldiers, while they sit and 
grin at a distance like ‘mischievous echool 


boys. 

85 we drove or strolled all day, in and 
out of the market, where turkeys in charge 
of keepers stood quietly waiting on the 
sides of the streets like patient cattle for 
purchasers, while some turbaned descend- 
ent of the Moors in their decadence sat in 
his robes holding eggs to hie eye to sort 
the and the bad. 

e went to the custom-house on the 
Spanish border, just beyond the gates, 
where every poor peasant on his way home 
from work must pass through a stile and 
be stopped by Spanish soldiers in long 
black cloake. An ounce of tobacco or a 
spoonful of sugar, if found upon one, is 
taken away, put in a box and destroyed. 
Their loaves of bread are broken open. It 
seemed a silly precaution till we learned 
that one old man who drove his turkeys 
back and forth into Gibraltar every day 
was for a long time pitied because he came 
back every night without selling any. Und- 
er each turkey’s wing, however, a bag of 
tobacco had been smuggled. 

And after the custom- house we drove 
through more gardens, the great Rock in 
our faces in all ite impregnable fiercenese, 
and soon back to the hotel and out on the 
balcony, the stare by that time all aglow. 
And then under our window were the notes 
of many bugles as a small detachment of 
soldiers marched by. The gates of Gibraltar 
had been locked for the night, and no one 
could go either out or in.

Lessons of the Brooklyn Strike. 
Another serious labour disturbance has 
now reached ite expected conclusion in 
Uncle Sam's dominions, and the strikers 
by adopting the suicidal method of resort- 
ing to violence, have brought nothing but 
trouble upon themselves and those who 
aided them. The history of the Brooklyn 
strike is similar to that of many other 
great strikes in the United States and else- 
where. The men suddenly threw up their 
piaces, leaving the companies without any 
means of running the cars, as they had 
been given no opportunity of hiring new 
men. When the companies began to re- 
cruit a new force, the old employes and 
their sympathizers resorted to violence of 
every sort. As the days „ and it 
became clear that a full force could speed- 
ily be secured if the men who were giad of 
a chance to take the places were allowed 
to work, the strikers grew more desperate 
and the disorder became so serious that the 
militia had to be cailed out to restore 
order. Meanwhile public sentiment, which 
had at first been decidediy favorable to 
the strikers, slowly but surely shifted un- 
til it was overw ingly against the anar- 
chy that the strike had come to represent. 
In the end, as was inveitable from the 
start, the forces of order have trium 3 
Tne conclusion once more is that strikes of 
that sort never pay.

GOING ON THE LAND. 


Surplas Lader and Surplus dener Will 
Have te Ge Back te the fell fer Em: 
ployment. 


Winnipeg has some of the many men 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany found it necessary to strike off its 
pay-roil a few weeks aga Instead of sit- 
ing down and waiting for better times in 
he department of service to which they 
were brought up, these men have coaclud- 
ed to turn their backs on that service and 
look to the land for a living. They had 
no assurance of early or steady employ- 
ment at their own calling. Winnipeg is 
not a great industrial centre; if it were 
there would probably be as large a super- 
fluity of artisans as there is of railway men. 
They had little to encourage them to re- 
main in the city. The land seemed to be 
their only hope. They havetherefore taken 


joint action for the purpose of obtaining a 
reservation on which to take up home- 
steads. But even ifthey get the land on the 
most favorable terms, they will need means 
to go on it to buy implements, live stock, 
5 5 and to maintain ves until 
their crop oomes in. A fund for this pur · 
pose is ee, it appears, by come 
citizens of Winnipeg.

On the Continent, in the United Kingdom, 
in the United States, and in Canada, men 
have for several years been leaving the farm 
to come to the cities, Also, as values 
of farm produce, and hence of farm land, 
fell, money sought more paying applications, 
But now there isan excess of labor and an 
excess of m waiting on city industries, 
and they will have to make their way back 
to the soil. They will probably go together. 
Where land can be had at a nominal sum, 
worthy settlers will probably be able to 
obtain money to stock and equip it ona 
small scale. Lenders will have little reason 
to fear that such settlers will abandon their 
farms and take to the city again. The 
homesteader will be more than ever convinc- 
ed that he must perfect his agriculture, to 
increase the value and the revenue of his 
farm, as tnat is the safest thing to depend 
on. It may be said that farming pays the 
laborer no better than manufacturing. 

But on his own farm the laborer can al- 
ways 

WORK FOR LIVING, 


and, even if his surplus product commands 
a low price, he bas not to buy the most 
necessary articles of consumption. His 
own bread, meat, fruit, vegetablee—all 
articles of food, in short—are yielded by 
his fields. The material for his clothing, 
he can produce on the backs of his own 
sheep. That. is better than starving in a 
city. And afterall is said that can 
said about the small returns from farming, 
the casemade out is not a very bad one. 
Farming is improving, and it yields more 
uce to-day than it ever did before 
oreover, come of the additional produce 
is the most valuable. The United States 
cannot continue for many years to bea 
heavy exporter of wheat. It will soon 
need its wholecrop for itself. The idle 
people in our cities may trustfully turn to 
the soil, if they can find the means to make 
astarton it. There are better days before 
the farmer.

MISSING LINK. 


Skeletens Fouad in Java Nearer Like 
Man's tham Any Living Aen. 

No publication of late date is likely to 
excite more interest than a quarto of forty 
pages which has just been issued from the 
local press of Batavia, with the title Pithe - 
canthropus Erectus. Eine Menschenanliche 
Uebergangstormaus Java. Von Eng. Dubois 
Militararzt der Niederland. Armee.” 

This noteworthy essay contains the de- 
tailed description of three fragments of three 
skeletons which have been found in the: 
early pleistocene strata of Java, and which 
ntroduce to us a new species, which is also 
a new genius and a new family, of the order 


of primates, placed between the Simiide 


and Hominid ; in other words apparantly | 
supplying the.‘‘missing link” between man 
and the higher apes which has so long and 
80 anxiously been awaited. 
The material is sufficient for a close os- 
teological comparison, The cubic capacity 
of the skull is about two-thirds that of the 
human average. It is distinctly dolichoce- 
phalic, about 70, and ite norma verticalie 
astonishingly like that of the famous 
Neanderthal skull. The dental a 
is still of thesimian type, but less markedly 
e0 thee in other 7 The femora are 
singularly human. ve, ond 
doubt, that this eee eee e. con · 
etantly on two legs, and when erect was 
quite equal in height to the average human 
male. Of the various diierences which 
separate it from the highest apes and the 
lowest men, it may be said that they bring 
it closer to the latter than to the former. 
One ot the bearings of thie discovery is 
upon the original birthplace of the human 
race. The author believes that the stepe 
in the immediate geneslogy of our species 
were these: e ter Anthropopithe- 
cus Sivalensis, P:thecanthropus erectus and 
Homo sapiens. This series takes us to the 
In- lian faunal province and to the other 
aspects of the great Himalayan chain, as 
the region somewhere in which our specific | 
division of the great organic chain first | 
came into being.

ELECTRIC LAUNCHES. 
A Machine te Lake Them Qaickly Out 
of Ordinary Beats. 

A Western inventor has invented a ma- 
chine by means of which any man who has 
a boat from 10 to 18 feet long can trans - 
form it into an electric launch without any 
alterations, simply by ecrewing to the 
stern a fitting similer toa rowlock plate. 
The motor 1 then attached. From the tip 
of the tilier to the screw the machine is 34 
feet long, about 18 inches of thie length 
consisting of the motor, controlling lever 
and tiller, being inboard of the sternpoast ; 
that part running outboard being simply 
a nickel-plated 2-inch shaft tube. lu 
weight is 35 pounds, and the battery neeled 
to run it weighs from 175 to 275 pounds ; 
the weight varying with the choice of 
pa or storage battery. ‘The two- 

ecrew is 10 inches in diameter, and 
just forward of this on the shaft club there 
is located a steering fin. Thus both motor 
and steering gear are combine in the «ama 
machine. With this rig from one-third to 
one-half an electric horse- er can be de- 
veloped with four-cell batteries giving 
twenty-six volta From three ti fivem:ies an 
hour, it ie said, can be developed, accord - 
ing to the load and resistance. The run- 
ning cost is estimated at from 52 to 7e per 
hour, which figures up pretty cheaply tor 
a two week's outing. The machine can be 
packed in a case and transported as easily 
as 6 gun.

small fraction of the whole; and that 
thev secured and fitted «a small but 
neat edifice for worship according to 
their conscience, was a credit to them. 
They are unable to maintain a resident 
priest, heing dependent upon occasional 
visits from priests from neighboring 
panshes. During the past few weeks 
every window in their church has been 
broken, amd the door also has been 
smashed in and the interior defaced. 
To render the place fit for worship 
again will entail a heavy burden upon 
the congregation, because it is small.
